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DETAILED ACTION 
Reason For Allowance 

1. Claims 1-10, 12-22, 32-49, 51, and 54-57 are allowed. 

2. Following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the limitations of the independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 
or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as 
presented in independent claims 1 and 8, which include substrate having protrusions, spring units 
elastically supported by the protrusions, trenches formed in the main upper surface of the 
substrate, lower electrodes formed in each trenches.
